T he hardest fight­ 
ing in F ran ce wus in the Verdun re 
glou, west of the Mouse, w here the 
French troops scored a brilliant sue 
cees. 
T h ree strongly 
organized 
salients 
w ere captured and held ag ain st couo 
te r atta c k s 
One of he captured po­ 
sitions was on Dead Man Hill and be 
o th er two n e a r HUI 304. 
T he G erm ans are m aking a d esper 
ate effort to aselline the offensive in 
N orthern France, 
and 
launched a n ­ 
o th e r violent attack on the Alane front, 
As in the case of th e ir recent attem pt 
to rec ap tu re Im portant positions along 
the Chemln-De* Dames, th ey met with 
determ ined resistan ce from the French 
and suffered very heavy losses. 
The 
attac k was delivered in four sectors. 
T h e official Paris report says they 
w ere driven back except In the sector 
betw een Bovettee and Froldm ont farm, 
w here they w ere able to hold part of 
the ret line F rench positions carried

Fosdick is chairm an, has conducted a 
successful cam paign Iii Texas, where 
the local authorities everywhere have 
finally been induced to close up the 
red light districts aud enforce the law 
in respect to the selling of liquor to 
men in uniform. 
T his result w as obtained, however, 
only afte r the w ar d e t r i m e n t had 
th reaten ed to move th e cam p s to places 
w here better conditions could tie assu r­ 
ed. 
Now the situation In the vicinity 
of Jefferson barracks, St. Louis, where 
vice conditions a r e deplorable, bus beeu 
tackled by th e commission of train in g 
cam p activities to safeguard th e b a r­ 
racks w here from tim e to tim e 30,000 
soldiers will be housed. 
R eports from 
their Investigators In St. Louis abow 
th a t bartenders do not hesitate to seli 
liquor to uieu in uniform , aud dozens 
of intoxicated soldiers w ere seen ou th# 
streets. 
•T h e w a r d e p a rtm e n t is d eterm ined,’* 
said Mr. Fosdick, th e ch airm an of the 
training cam p com m ission, ‘‘th a t th e 
zones surrounding m ilitary posts w ith ­ 
in an effective rad iu s shall lie clean of 
m oral buzurds lu so far as it is p o sit­ 
ive lo m ak e them so. 
lf necessary, the
